OUR OWN AUTUMN 

A ccording to the calendar, we 

are now in the early stages of autumn: though 
the calendar hat beesyuch aut unreliable guide to the 
- aceiowr due year that we may well be on the eve 
of another full month of rammer. But in any caw 
—and this is the point on which we need to take 
Mock of ourselves and our climate—we are now enter¬ 
ing a season about which we have been inclined to 
nourish that diiagreeable thing—an inferiority complex. 

The autumns of eastern Canada are famous in 
tong and story, and many of us remember them with 
h little png— the scarlet maples of ora Ontario, the 
nuts to be gathered in the woods, the splendid smell 
of dry leaves burnmg and the frost in the air at night. 
In England, the poets of the nineteenth century built 
lg> ■ large literature on autumn—Keats's season of 
Mist and mellow fruitfulness, Tennyson’s happy autumn 
fields. But out here on this newly-settled Pacific 
Coast we have had no poets to tell us about our 
autumn. We have come to think it a rather inferior 
aort of variety, just because we lack the crimson 
foliage of the eastern hardwood forests and the poetry 
•f the Old Land. 

But what more you could ask of autumn than 
(KFgrvesus hereis difficult to imagine. Tak* a good 
look at her this year as she scatters her treasures abroad 
with a reckless hand. There will be great maples in 
Mir woods, too, as in Ontario—not of scarlet, but 
almost as fine, rich gold-like giant blosaoms against 
the dark evergreens. The dogwood leaves will turn 
to crimson, aa fine at any in the east, and there is a 
stout fibre and jolly crackle about our oak leaves as 
they fall that no other autumn leaf can approach. 

Our autumn fields of Saanich surely would make 
[Tennyson feel at home, and the blue mists hinging 
over the “stubble-plains with rosy hue” would seem 
Mrangely familiar to the young Keats. You would 
almost think, indeed, that Keats must have been ram¬ 
bling about our peninsula when he finished his “Ode 
la Autumn” with these strangley familiar words: 


It la usual, I think, to find the 
patlanta In any hospital suturing

I THE THREE FACTORS OF THE 
AYHTEM EXPLAINED 

(a) The Basic Ayitem of Dividends 
and the Encouragement of Individual 
Enterprise. The state shall be viewed 
by its cltlaen* as a gigantic Joint- 
stock company with the resources of 
the province behind Its credit. The 
bona fide cltlaen* arc esch and all 
ah arch older* entitled to basic divi¬ 
dends sufficient to provide the bare 
necessities of food, clothing and 
shelter for each Individual and hie 
family. Th* qualifications of cltlaen- 
ship shell be clearly defined and 
rigidly enforced. No citisen shall be 
allowed to barter sway or otherwise 
dispose of his basic dividends beyond 
the extent of the then current month, 
snd thereby become a vagabond or 
tramp with not fixed piece of abode 
or sustenance. Baste dividends ahould 
be $25 a month for every bona fide 
cltlaen. male or female, 21 years or 
mors (€). Children of bona fids citi¬ 
zens sixteen years old will receive IS 
a month. Those seventeen and 
eighteen years old will receive $10 a 
months. Those nineteen. $15. and 
those twenty, $20 s month. (These 
figures are merely suggested for il¬ 
lustration purposes) This basle 
dividend ^te may be changed at any 
period to suit the standard of living 
then prevalent. These dividends are 
not to be given on a basis of so much 
work done, but as a bars support for 
eltlssnshlp. loyalty to the state snd 
ths best Interest* of the country. 
Salaries or wages for work done will 
be paid as now. but ln credit, not 
money (7). Any who are handicapped 
physically or mentally ahould be 
given bonus dividend protection. In¬ 
dividual enterprises must be encour¬ 
aged in every way possible. 

(b) The Price Control t'nder Aerial 
Credit. 

Periodically, a commission of our 
ben expert* from every sphere of 
life will be assembled for the purpose 
of deciding upon a fair and Just-price 
for all goods and services used ln the 
pfpvlnoe (A). The price must give 
the producer, importer or distributor, 
a fkir commission orfturhover, and. at 
th« same time, must not -exploit the „ 
purchasing power of the consumer. 
Btcesstre profTts wilt thus be elimin¬ 
ated. To help make consumption 
balance and control production, a 
compensating price will be declared 
from time to time. Thla compensating 
price will be fixed according to the 
following formula: 

Market pries—Total consumption 
over total production -f Just price. 

The difference between the Just 
price and the compensating prion 
will be made up to the retailer or 
consumer ln much th# same way 
that the basic dividends are issued 
and recovered (A). 

(e) The Provision for Continuous 

Circulation of Credit (not Money). 

Credit Is th* lifeblood of the state 
or community. Under no circum¬ 
stance* must lt be allowed to atop

Notes On Aberhart Social Credit Scheme by Winnipeg Free Press Editorial Staff 


(1) The key word In thu^eht- 
encf la ’'already." It* presence 1* 
explained by the feet that during 
the rvoent campaign Mr. Aberhart 
found lt advisable to repudiate th* 
statement contained in his pamphlet. 
“The Douglas System of Economics,” 
published aa recently as 1934. “If th* 
money is Inadequate to meet the 
present Indebted nr* (by this th* 
bonded debt of Alberta la meant— 
Bd. F.P.) the citizens may be sailed 
upon to transfer the cash surrender 
values on life insurance and other 
documents that would produce money 
for provincial government bonds as 
above." The present guarani** Is only 
tor p rop erty of this kind ’’already" 

- owned: It does not extend to the 
future, tt should be read along with 
the answers to questions 32 .and 42. 

(2) The “surplus” ln Alberta is a 
surplus of a few staple commodities 
like wheat, beef and coal, which 
cannot all be consumed within the 
province. Exporting It. in exchange 
for goods produced elsewhere, there¬ 
fore would be a remedy. But Mr. Ab¬ 
erhart throughout pays Uttle atten¬ 
tion to the importance of external 
trad* of Alberta. 

(2) See note Bo. 2$. 

(4) The term “unearned Incre¬ 
ment’* as used ln these paragraphs 
is Inaccurate and misleading, aa is 
clear In later sections of the “Man- 

. u*L” Mr. Aberhart here Men ti D es 
“unearned Increment" and ‘‘price 
spread*” which are not the same 
thing. An unearned Increment is one 
for which the “earner” has don# no 
work and given no service, as for In-, 
stance the appreciation In the value 
of a piece of remote real estate around 
which a city grow* up. Price spreads 


may be legitimate profit for effort or 
service—for Instance, the difference 
ln the cost of producing a bushel of 
wheat and its market value. Mr. Ab- 
erhart s “levy on unearned lncre- I 
ment” turns out to be simply a tax 
on the normal profits of business. It 
is in fact a turnover tax, the most 
destructive form of taxation ever de¬ 
vised. 

(•> It is certain that the power 
of ths Aberhart, government to fix 
a "Just price”'*’** outlined ln th* 
Manual will he challenged in the 
courts. Dean Weir, of the faculty 
of law at the University of Alberta, 
testifying before a legislative com¬ 
mittee last Spring, was quite empha¬ 
tic on thla point! Th* province’s 
power, he said, extends only to Im¬ 
posing a consumers' tax on the person 
who actually consumes goods in ths 
province. Referring to Mr. Aberhart's 
outline of how the Just price would 
! be fixed, which appears later ln the 
Manual. Dean Weir said: “Tbs prov- 
| Inc# has not got power to do that” 

(•) Thla la the keystone of the 
Aberhart plan. It* Impracticability 
will appear from later sections of the 
Manual and from comment thereon. 

(7) It lsfapparent from this sent¬ 
ence, aa from others which appear | 
later In the Manual, that under the 
Aberhart plan no one in Alberta la 
to receive any part of his Income 
in the form of veal or hard money, 
meaning Dominion currency or Its 
equivalent. But a worker who en¬ 
gages himself to srork ln Alberta for, 
say. $100 a roogth. can demand pay¬ 
ment In legal tender as defined by 
ststute and thl# demand would un- 1 
doubtedly be enforced by the courts, f 
I “Non-negotlabl* certificates ' aa de- ! 


scribed ln the Manus! -oukl not be 
legal tender. Therefore no one In 
Alberta could be obliged to accept 
them aa wages, nor eould any mer¬ 
chant be obliged to accept them ln 
payment for goods. Mortgage com¬ 
panies could not be obliged to take 
them In payment of debts, as pro¬ 
posed by Mr. Aberhart ln the answer 
to question 3$. 

(I) Th# price of every commodity 
to be sold is to be fixed by a gov¬ 
ernment board. As *rll] appear later, 
all wages and Incomes are to bf sim¬ 
ilarly controlled. England had a sys¬ 
tem something like this but much 
less exacting in the fourteenth cen¬ 
tury. the impelling cause being the 
business dislocations caused by the 
Bleck Death, filnoe then It ha* never 
been attempted on a scale approach¬ 
ing what is proposed in Alberta, ex¬ 
cept m Russia at prassnt. 

(•) Every problem which arises 
under the social credit oeheme is re¬ 
solved by Mr. Aberhart by the simple 
process of further inflation through 
Issuance of "non-negqtiable certifi¬ 
cates." HI* reliance on this procedure 
will appear throughout the Manual. 

(10) Note the Implications of thla 
provision. Not only must th* basic 
dividends by spent within th* year 
which la understandable: but wages 
and salarlas earned ln business and 
Incomes from whatever •*'urc*. muet 
be spent within th* year also. Thrift 
as traditionally practiced Is thus Of¬ 
ficially discouraged. Readers might 
also consider the complications of an 
economic system under which money 
"goes bad” if not spent before a cer¬ 
tain date. What happens lo the flnel 
holder of ment jr or “social credit” 
which la about to expire under tha 


time-limit provision ? Mr. Aberhart 
does not explain. 

(11) It will be observed that the 
use of “social credit” is to be super¬ 
vised by the government. Producers 
—farmers, manufacturers, miners and 
others—will be under the “direction" 
of the government and will thus 
oaass to be ln control of their own 
businesses This Is another section 
of ths Manual which provides for 
an Increase in the volume of non- 
negotiable certificates. 

(13) But government bonds are 
not acharge against natural re¬ 
sources. Tbey are a charge against 
taxes. The willingness of Investors 
to lend to a government depends not 
. on the resource# of the country, but 
on th# government's power to levy 
taxes and ths publ!o‘s capacity to pay 
them. If Mr. Aberhart’* dividends are 
to be secured In the same way as 
| government bonds, he must mean that 
j they will be paid out of taxes. Al¬ 
berta’s credit In building up a bonded 
debt of about $ 110 , 000,000 has been 
supported opt by “natural resources." 
but by the sum of the taxabte'prop- 
erty of the citizens of Alberta. This 
has been sufficient security for th* 
selling of Alberta bonds ln tha past, 
hut it does not follow that lt would 
be sufficient to validate the Aberhart 
”tickets." which would run to $120.- 
000.000 a year for basic dividends 
alone, with further Issues for oihet 
purposes (mentioned in the Manual) 
which might doubla or treble the 
stun. 

I (13) This paragraph contains the 
heart of the Aberhart scheme, but 
it is on* of ths most obscure ln the 
1 Manual. Mr. Aberhart admits' here. 


as ln other paragraphs, that the to- 
called “free'’ credits to be issued by 
the social credit government must b* 
recovered or redeemed. He propose# 
a "levy." another name for a tax. to 
supply the funds but be supposes, 
erroneously. that with one levy of 
$10,000,000 he can pay 610,000.000 a 
month indefinitely ln dividends. He 
assumes that be can use the same 
$10,000,000 over and over again. Noil 
it is clearly poaslble to lend the 
same $10,000,000 repeatedly (provided 
every borrower repays) but It is not 
poaslble to give the same $10,000,000 
more then once. Bdppoae the aortal 
credit government starts the Aberhart 
scheme in January, raises $10,000,000 
in that month by a tax or levy and 
distributes it ln dividends. At the 
end of the month the credit Is ln 
the hands of private Individuals who 
have sold goods, tt does not return 
to the goveromec. (except on deposit 
ln the state credit house to the 
credit of Individuals) alno# Mr. Aber- 
hart aaya cxpiicity that the dividends 
do. not have to be paid back. It 1# 
obvious that he will need a new $ 10 .- 
000.000 of tax revenue In February 
to distribute another $10,000,000 in 
dividends. Thus the turnover tax he 
proposes will have to be continuous. 
It cannot be. as he says, imposed only 
once If the devldends are to be kept 
up. Annual taxation of $120,000,000 
in Alberta would be roughly eight 
times the present provincial budget 
and wpuld almost equal the value 
of the raw products produced yearly 
ln Alberts, fixed by Mr. Aberhart ln 
the Manual at $152,000,000. 

As it turns out. then. Mr. Aber- 
hart’s “free gift” of a $25 monthly 
dividend la to be financed by a salts . 


tax (which It la very doubtful if the 
province oould impose) and this tax. 
aa it la to be imposed at every stage 
of manufacture, will amount to a 
turnover tax. a tax more throttling 
to Industry and enterprise than any 
known to man. “This,'* says Mr. Ab¬ 
erhart. “must not be a gigantic sys¬ 
tem of taxation." Perhaps not. but 
it certainly looks like a scheme of 
gigantic taxation. The Implication of 
the plan, that Albert* farmers and 
others have been engaged In excess 
profit-taking to the extent of some¬ 
thing like $120,000,000 a year should 
be noted. There are few signs of these 
abounding profit* In Alberta. 

(14) Answers to questions 4. 8 and 
fl show that ln spending his "basic 
dividend” th# cltlaen would be under 
tbe supervision of a state officer, but 
this la one of many intimations ln 
the Manual that th# aooUl credit 
government will control the personal 
affairs or the Individual. 

(15) This would make the cost of 
everything the consumer buys th# 
cost of Its production in Alberta, pro¬ 
vided It was being produced ln tbe 
province, perhaps under conditions 
which put 1U cost far out of line 
with the cost of its production else¬ 
where. It would cut Albert* com¬ 
pletely off from the world*# trading 
system and deprive tb* cltlaen* of 
the benefits of new and cheaper pro¬ 
cesses. But lt is highly unlikely that 
the province eould fix a prloe on pro¬ 
ducers’ goods which includes $ tax 
earmarked for collection by the gov¬ 
ernment. This would he *n indirect 
tax and beyond tbe power of the 
province, scoordlng to judgment# by 
the highest courts. 

(16) But at oouree they can al¬ 


ways compete if the competing goods 
brought in are at once burdened with 
a surtax which brings their cost up 
to the level of the locally-produced 
article. 

(17) Answers to question? 10 and 
11 ahould be carefully considered. 
The proposition is that where ths 
"Just prloe" for wheel 1* ilgher than 
tbe world price the government will 
pay a bonus and recover it by raising 
tha prwe on imported fools. If Al¬ 
berta #xpo»t*d 100.000.0CC bushels of 
wheat under a xive-cent bonus it 
would simply mean that th* people 
of Alberta (Including the farmers) 
would pay $5,000,000 mors for thet? 
necessities of life with no net profit 
to th* province. It Is curious to note 
by collating paragraphs 3 and 11 that 
the suggested bonus on wheat will 
exactly match th* levy on wheat. 
That la to say. th* government will 
put the price of wheat above the 
world prloe by Imposing a sales tax 
of five oents; then It will reduce the 
price to the world pries by giving 
the farmer $ bonus of five cents; 
then It will collect $5,000,000 from 
the people. by Increasing the cost of 
the goods they have to buy. A good 
deal of trouble would be avoided if 
the government should allow the 
farmer to sell the wheat direct by 
not imposing the levy ln the first 
lnstanoe. And a further point to note 
Is that tb* elaborate prloe-balancing 
system suggeeted by Mr. Aberhart in 
this answer would be impossible 
without a large end expensive civil 
service. 

(18) But the aortal credit system, 
as described by Mr. Aberhart. has 
everything to do with foreign pay¬ 
ments. It le clear that the scheme 


I involves complete government control 
of exports and imports. Aa no private 
citizen of Alberta Is to be allowed to 
I acquire or hold Dominion currency 
I (all wages and salaries are to be paid 
M social credit) the government It- 
seif must settle all Alberta's external 
debts, and It can do this only by 
conun and eertng the proceeds of Al¬ 
berta's exports (reimbursing the ex¬ 
porters with non-negotiable certifi¬ 
cates) and the other Incomes derived 
from outside the (wovtnc*. This la 
Implied ln the answer to question 57. 

1$) Tbe description of the mech¬ 
anism by which the external pay¬ 
ments would be made is obscure. 
The state credit house oould not 
Issue a money order which would he 
accepted outside Alberts. A money 
order which would pay a debt dr buy 
goods ln Winnipeg or any place else 
IQ the work! would have to be issued 
by a bank or by the post office within 
the limit In which It Issues money 
j orders; and before these orders were 
Issued they would have to be paid for 
in Dominion currency or its equiva¬ 
lent. The last sentence ln the answer 
I seems to suggest that Mr. Aberhart 
I thinks that a money order that would 
be redeemable In Winnipeg ln real 
money oould be bought in Alberta 
with a “ticket" and that the "debt*! 
thus liquidated would be assumed by 
Alberta. This Implies that the Do¬ 
minion government, through the poet 
office or some hank, would pay the 
debt in Winnipeg and become a 
Alberta for the amount. 

(20) This Is ons of tbe meet re¬ 
markable statements ln the Mai^uaL 
The consumers themselves are to pro- 
vtda the $120,000,000 a y$er out of

■ Alberta to become a bona fide cltlaen 
under Social Credit? 

Answer—At the present time one 
must bd. five years In Canada, and 
one year In Alberta before they can 
have a vote in the province. The 
question of the proper qualifications 
of a bona fide cltlaen would have 
to be taken up and settled very de¬ 
finitely. 

83. If I should leave Alberta, would

Answer—No. Tou would be able 
to sell your property If you so de¬ 
sired. Tou could carry your bonds 
with you.

other ingredients would make fifty 
loaves of bread. Suppose the govern¬ 
ment levy on this bread was a cent 
a loaf. That would give an additional 
50 cents levy. Thus from a bushel of 
wheat, processing it to flour, the gov¬ 
ernment would be able to collect pos¬ 
sibly 65 cents.

ANI THING I learned yean ago has 
^ added Inestimably to my enjoy¬ 
ment 6? the role of hosteaa to house 
guest*—4hat la to plan, before their 
arrival, the menus for the entire 
visit. Besides savings many a flust¬ 
ered minute. It Is the moat econom¬ 
ical way to entertain. I plan to use 
up left-overs at luncheon whenever 
there are any and rely on an unusual 
dessert or hot biscuits or something 
* special to make the meal festive. „ 
Left-over chicken, for instance, goes 
Into stuffed tomatoes.^Combine the 
finely chopped meat with rice, sea¬ 
son well and moisten with chlcksn 
stock. Stuff scooped out tomatoes 
with buttered crumbs and serve with 
scrambled eggs. 

A fruit omelet Is delicious few Sun¬ 
day morning breakfast or makes a 
splendid luncheon dish when there 
Is not a left-over to be used. 

Another Interesting fruity main 
dish la a variation of a club sandwich 

APRICOT PLt'fTY OMELET 
Four eggs, l tablespoon butter. 3-4 
cup milk. 2 tablespoons qAlck cooking 
tapioca, 1 scant teaspoon salt, 1-4 
teaspoon pepper, apricot Jam 

Put tapioca, salt, pepper and milk 
tn top of double boiler. Place over 
rapidly boiling water and bring to 
the scalding point. Then cook five 
in'nu tea. stirring frequently. Add 
butter and remove from boiling water. 
Let cool slightly while beating eggs. 
Beat whites and yolks separately, 
beating yolks until thick and lemon 
colored. Beat whites until stiff. Add 
egg yolks to cooked mixture and mix 
well. Fold In whites of eggs and 
pour Into a hot ten-inch iron frying 
pan in which butter la melted. Cook 


over a low flame for three minutes. 
Then bake In a moderate oven (330 
degrees F.) for fifteen minutes.
